ilr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemon, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  I96I, 

On  tho  whole  this  has  been  a  quiet  year. 

I  would  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  aqe  distribution  of  cases 
of  measles.  This  year  was  an  ’’epidmeic”  j^ear  during  which  measles  was 
prevalent  over  the  whole  of  the  country.  VJhere  conditions  of  hygiene 
and  of  nutrition  arc  unsatisfactory  in  the  community  the  average  a.gc  a,t 
which  measles  attacks  the  individual  becomes  lower.  You  will  see  from 
the  figures  that  m.ost  of  the  ca.ses  of  measles  occurred  in  the  age  group 
5  "  10,  which  suggests  tha.t  infection  tends  to  spread  during  the  first 
year  or  so  at  schools  rather  than  at  home  and  by  close  contact  of  adjacent 
families.  This  age  distribution  provides  us  with  some  evidence,  therefore, 
that  housing  conditions  have  improved  in  Malvern  over  the  past  10  years. 

(it  is  interesting  that  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1951  I  reported  679  cases, 
of  Xvihich  a  higher  percentage  betx-jeon  the  ages  of  one  and  five  were  affected 
than  between  the  ages  of  five  and  ten) . 

Section  47  of  the  Rational  Assistance  Act  together  with  it's  amending 
net  is  designed  to  acquire  a  reasonable  standard  of  care  and  protection  for 
the  old  and  infirm  and  sick  from  the  community  and  to  enable  the  cormimnity 
to  be  protected  from,  the  nuisance  caused  by  old  people  being  unable  to  look 
after  themselves.  This  net  is  very  much  of  a  last  resort  and  so  it  is 
apposite  to  record  two  cases  in  which  action  was  taken  and  the  National 
Assistance  net  not  involved. 


In  the  first  case  homo  conditions  had  deteriorated  to  such  a.  stale 
as  to  constitute  a  nuisance  to  neighbours.  Repeated  persuasion  failed 
to  produce  any  improvement  in  tho  circumstances  even  though  visits  were 
made  both  by  tho  Hoalth  Inspectors  and  the  Health  Visitors.  It  was 
found  that  tho  person  concerned  we.s  suffering  from  a  mental  illness  and 
that  this  was  the  cause  of  her  inabilit;/  to  look  alter  herself.  Appropriate 
action  was  taken  and  no  further  trouble  ensued.  In  this  ca.se  the  dia.gnbsis 
was  not  self-evident  because  the  person  concerned  showed  no  particularly  un¬ 
usual  behaviour,  so  was  regarded  as  merely  being  rather  odd. 


In  tho  second  case  a  confused  old  lady  was  removed  to  hospital  tense, 
frightened  and  depressed.  She  had  been  found  on  the  floor,  did  not  know 
how  she  had  got  there  and  indeed  had  yqtj  little  memor3^  of  tho  events  around 
the  time  of  her  admission  to  hospital.  It  was  fouaid  in  her  case  that  she 
was  suffering  from  a  form  of  arthritis  of  tho  cervical  spine  which  from  tj.me 
to  time  caused  an  impairment  of  the  supply,?”  of  blood  to  the  brain.  Hence 
her  symptoms  which  were  terrifying  to  herself  and  to  her  rcla.tives.  Re¬ 
assurance  of  her  relatives  and  neighbours  and  reorganisation  of  her  home- 
life  enables  the  second  old  lady  to  return  home  and  live  a  scm.i-indepGndent 
life. 


These  two  cases  are  illustrative  of  the  way  in  which  our  Department 
becomes  involved  directly  and  through  the  Health  Visitors  in  clinical  and 
medical  problems.  as  you  see  these  problems  are  so  varied  tliat  they 
could  only  be  dealt  with  on  a  strictly  personal  basis  and  so  long  as  the 
closest  co-operation  persists  between  the  Urban  District  Health  Staff, 
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the  County  Council  Health  Staff,  the  Hospital  Services  and  the  General 
Practitioners,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  this  co-operation  seems 
fimil^-  and  well  established.

There  are  two  nain  sources  of  ffelvorn  Water.  Eirst  a  deep  borehole 
at  Bronsberrow  V7hich  lia.s  been  sunk  in  now  rod  sandstone.  It  provides  an 
abundant  and  good  water  supply  showing  an  average  total  hardness  of  17. 

It  is  not  contanina,ted  in  any  way.  The  second  is  water  collected  from  the 
hills  around  the  British  Camp,  the  reservoir  lying  in  a  hollow  in  these 
hills.  This  supplj-  is  more  in  the  nature  of  a  sto.ndby  than  a  main  supply, 
and  the  ana, .lysis  is  tj-pical  of  hill  water,  that  is,  containing  few  "Solids 
in  Solution"  and  having  a  low  total  hardness. 

Regular  samples ha.vc  boenfe.ken  by  your  Survo3ror  and  the  reports  ha.ve 
been  uniformd-j:^  satisfactory.  -ui  a.vorago  report  is  given  below.

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  to  you  the  following  report  dealing  with  the  work 
carried  out  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectox’s  during  the  year  I96I. 

We  have  continued  to  encourage  property  owners  to  consider  the 
desirability  of  improvement  of  dwelling  houses  with  the  assistance  of 
either  a  ’'Discretionary”  or  ’’Standard”  grant,  but  the  response  has  only 
been  about  equal  to  that  in  the  previous  year.  This  progress  rate,  is 
not  entirely  disappointing  or  discouraging  since  it  cannot  be  expected 
that  owner  occupiers  or  private  Landlords  are  willing  or  able  to  take 
advantage  of  monetary  aid  just  because  this  may  be  availa^ble.  There 
are  many  considerations  to  be  taken  into  account,  mostly  of  a  personal 
nature.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  idea  of  an  improved  house,  possessing 
the  amenities  one  expects  to  find  in  a  new  house,  is  growing.  V/hilst  I 
am  satisfied  that  the  ma.jority  of  owners  are  aware  that  grants  may  bo 
obtained,  wo  are  contemplating  a  street-by-street  survey  of  the  town  with 
the  object  of  persuading  owners  to  make  an  effort  to  modernise  their 
propertjr  where  this  is  considered  to  be  worthwhile. 

The  norma,!  routine  work  does  not  call  for  any  specia.1  mention,  except 
to  state,  that  it  is  most  essential  to  maintain  a  constant  surveillance  in 
matters  relating  to  environmental  hygiene  a,nd  sanitation.  Much  of  our 
time  is  taken  up  by  this  ’’V/atchdog”  service,  which  as  I  have  mentioned  in 
previous  reports,  we  strive  to  conduct  unobtrusively  and  impartially,  as 
it  is  our  constant  aim  to  foster  reform  vjhore  this  can  be  influenced,, by 
informal  procedure  wherever  this  is  possible.  The  following  tables,  with 
informative  comment,  records  the  details  of  inspections  and  the  results  of 
action  taken  by  your  Inspectors.

16  new  cases  of  overcrowding  were  either  reported  or  discovered  during 
1961j  compared  with  10  in  i960.  This  increased  the  number  of  cases  on  our 
records  to  25. 

The  cases  mainly  refer  to  overcowding  of  rooms  norm3l3.3r  used  for 
sleeping  purposes  in  excess  of  the  statutory  ’’permitted”  number. 

Dujring  the  year  12  cases  were  abated,  thus  leaving  13  on  records 
11  families  were  re-housed  bj^  the  Council  and  1  family  found  other 
alternative  accommodation.

Your  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  co-operation  with  the  Health  Visitors 
continue  to  pay  special  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  aged  members  of  the 
community  in  keeping  a  watchful  eye  on  their  welfare  and  the  Medical  Officer 
is  kept  informed  as  the  need  arises  on  the  circumstances  of  individual  cases 
which  may  require  his  special  attention.

Biological  tests  were  made  in  respect  of  66  samples  referred  to  in  this 
table  in  connection  with  evidence  of  infection  with  K.  tuberculosis  and 
Brucella  abortus.  One  sample  showed  infection  by  Brucella  abortus.  The 
information  was  given  to  the  appropriate  authority. 

Statute examinations  wore  carried  out  on  66  samples  of  milk.  2 
samples  did  not  conform  to  the  required  standard. 


32  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  subjected  to  the  phospha.tase  test 
with  satisfactot^T'  results. 

The  number  of  retail  daiiymien  or  milk  purveyors  is  now  16.  Distrib¬ 
ution  of  milk  is  kept  under  observation  and  may  bo  regarded  as  generally 
satisfactory.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


Under  this  heading  in  the  Annual  Report  fox*  i960  I  briefly  reviewed 
the  position  regarding  Slaughterhouse  provision,  and  steps  taken  to 
implement  the  policj^  of  the  Council  as  required  by  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  1958,  up  to  the  stage  of  submitting  a  Report  on  Slaughterhouse 
Facilities  to  the  llinister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

In  May,  I96I  the  Minister  informed  the  Council  of  his  acceptance  of 
the  Report  except  that  he  proposed  to  appoint  1st  October,  1961  in  place 
of  31st  August,  1961  as  the  day  on  which  all  Slaughterhouses  in  the 
Council's  district  must  comply  with  the  construction  regulations.  Notice 
of  this  was  published  in  the  local  newspapers. 

The  oxmers  of  the  Slaughterhouse  which  the  Council  had  agreed  might 
be  improved  in  accordance  with  plans  submitted,  made  representations  in 
Ju3.y  stating  they  had  given  further  consideration  to  the  question  of 
improving  their  Slaughterhouse  premises  and  decided  to  abandon  the  idea 
in  favour  of  making  arrangements  to  use  alternative  premises  situated 
outside  the  Urban  District,  but  as  the  work  of  modernising  these  premises 
would  not  be  completed  until  the  end  of  the  ^rear  they  expressed  a  wish  to 
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be  able  to  continue  usin^;  their  Slaughterhouse  in  Malvern  after  the 
appointed  Dav. 

In  the  light  of  these  circumstances  the  Council  resolved  to  make 
application  to  the  ilinister  for  deferment  of  the  date  of  the  Appointed 
Day  until  the  1st  January’ ,  1962. 

In  vie\7  of  the  changed  circumstances  the  Minister  agreed  to  t  he 
deferment  and  formal  Notices  were  again  inserted  in  the  local  press. 

The  slaughter  of  animals  continued  to  take  place  on  fixed,  days 
including  Sunday  at  the  following  Slaughterhouses,

323  treatments  for  the  destruction  of  rodents  were  carried  out  during 
1961,  this  figure  being  slightly  higher  than  the  figures  for  the  two  previous 
37-cars.  The  infestations  were  all  of  a  minor  character,  mostly  traceable  to 
migration  of  rats  from  the  surrounding  countryside  x^hich  is  agricultural. 

Periodical  survc3P3  and  treatments  were  made  of  streams  and  ditches  likel-^,’- 
to  become  infested,  with  the  object  of  effectual  control  in  preventing  a  build¬ 
up  of  the  rodent  population,  especially  at  such  places  as  the  Council's  refuse 
tips  and  Sex/age  Disposal  Works.  The  same  attention  was  paid  to  allotments 
x-jhcrc  pigs  arc  kept  and  farm  land  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  nDst  consciencious  Operator  engaged  on  this 
work  and  I  can  say  that  the  supervision  b37-  Inspectors  over  the  ^rcars  has 

had  a  good  effect. 

The  sewers  throughout  the  town  xjcre  again  given  a.  test  treatment 
follox-jcd  up  by  two  maintenance  treatments.  The  results  are  recorded 
as  required  by  the  Ministiye  of  -Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  These 
details  were  reported  to  3rour  Committee.
